Allen  Ginsberg  to  Speak  at  MCH 
Billings  Anniversary  Celebration 


Poet  Allen  Ginsberg  will 
present  a  reading  of  his  poetry 
Friday,  April  30th,  at  8:00pm  at 
the  Alberta  Bair  Theater  as  part 
of  the  MCH  Twentieth 
Anniversary  Celebration. 
Ginsberg's  reading  is  co- 
sponsored  by  The  Writer's  Voice 
project  of  the  Billings  Family 
YMCA. 

A  poet  and  peace  activist  who 
has  been  called  the  Walt  Whitman 
of  his  generation,  Ginsberg  is  one 
of  the  last  surviving  members  of 
the  Beat  Generation.  Along  with 
fellow  writers  such  as  Jack 
Kerouac,  William  Burroughs,  and 
Neal  Cassidy,  Ginsberg  helped 
create  a  literary  and  cultural 
movement  in  the  1950s  that 
questioned  the  values    and  beliefs 
of  the  period.  His  most  famous 
work.  Howl,  focused  on  the  evils 
of  materialism  and  served  as  a 
counterculture  manifesto  for  his 
generation. 

Ginsberg  continues  to  draw 
new  admirers,  traveling  and 
touring  the  world  giving 
performances  that  would  tax  rap 
groups.  Today  he  focuses  his 
howl  against  injustice,  censorship, 
violations  of  human  rights, 
America's  obsession  with  power.

A 
member  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Arts  and  Letters,  Ginsberg  is 
also  a  co-founder  of  the  Jack 
Kerouac  School  of  Disembodied 
Poetics  at  the  Naropa  Institute,  the 
first  accredited  Buddhist  college 
in  the  Western  World.  Now  a 
Distinguished  Professor  at 


Brooklyn  College,  Ginsberg's 
publications  include  Collected 
Poems  1947-1980,  White  Shroud 
Poems  1980-1985,  Howl,  Allen 
Ginsberg's  Photography  and  a 
recording  of  poetry  and  music. 
The  Lion  for  Real.

Six  new  members  have  also  joined  the 
Committee,  including  Governor  Marc  Racicofs 
appointees. 

Jamie  Doggett  is  active  across  the  state  as  a 
lobbyist  for  the  Montana  Cattlewomen's 
Association,  rural 
supervisor  for  the 
Meagher  County 
Conservation 
District,  counsellor 
at  Montana  Girls' 
State,  and  first  vice 
president  of  the 
Montana  Federation 
of  Republican 
Women.  She  also 
chairs  the  Latigo 
Rural  Development 
Fund  which 
furnishes 
scholarships  to 
college  for  rural  students.  She  is  an  appointee  of 
Governor  Racicot. 

Judy  Browning  is  an  attorney  and  Chief  of 
Staff  for  Legal  and  Human  Services  for 
Governor  Racicot.  Her  activities  focus  on 
Montana's  libraries,  and  various  civic,  cultural, 
and  legal  issues  in  Helena  and  the  state. 

Joining  MCH  as  an  academic  member,  Greg 
Hirst,  of  Browning,  is  on  the  faculty  at 
Blackfeet  Community  College  where  he  teaches 
fine  arts  appreciation,  native  linguistics,  and 
Blackfeet  oral  literature.  Director  of  the 
Teacher- Training   Program,  Hirst  has  designed 
curriculum  for  BCC  and  Fort  Peck  Community 
College.  He  holds  degrees  in  French  and  English 
from  the  College  of  Great  Falls. 

Richard  King  is  a  new  public  member  from 
Chinook.  He  is  Deputy  Director  of  the  Bear  Paw 
Development  Corporation  which  has  brought 
investment  and  new  jobs  to  the  Havre/Hill 
County  area,  and  is  Chair  of  the  Cultural  and 
Aesthetic  Projects  Advisory  Committee.  He 
holds  an  M.A.  from  the  University  of  Montana 
and  spent  four  years  working  in  tourism  in 
Afghanistan  with  the  Peace  Corps. 


Missoula  freelance  writer  Margaret  Knox 
was  elected  as  a  public  member.  Her  writings 
cover  issues  such  as  federal  wildlife  policy. 
Greater  Yellowstone,  and  the  Superfund.  Her 
background  includes  owning  and  operating  a 
news  bureau  in  Zimbabwe,  which  helped  cover 
Africa  for  the  Washington  Post,  NPR,  and  the 
BBC.  Her  degrees  are  in  history  and  journalism, 
with  an  M.A.  in  the  latter  from  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

Academic  member  Stephen  Sylvester  chairs 
the  Department  of  Humanities  and  Social 
Science  at  Northern  Montana  College.  He  has 
presented  humanities  programs  along  the 
Highline.  He  holds  a  Doctor  of  Arts  in  Recent 
American  History  from  the  University  of  North 
Dakota  and  has  published  works  on  aspects  of 
the  history  of  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  and 
New  Mexico. 

William  Bevis.  one  of  Governor  Racicot's 
new  appointees,  is  an  English  Professor  at  the 
University  of  Montana  where  he  teaches 
American  Literature.  He  was  one  of  the  editors 
of  the  MCH-funded  anthology  The  Last  Best 
Place  and  in  1988  received  the  MCH  Award  in 
the  Humanities  for  his  contribution  to  that 
project.  Another  of  his  recent  publications  is  the 
popular  Ten  Tough  Trir>s:  Montana  Writers  and 
the  West. 

David  Stewart,  Governor  Racicot's  other 
appointee,  is  a  retired  professor  of  English 
living  in  Bozeman.  Dr.  Stewart  was  head  of  the 
English  Department  at  Texas  A&M  University. 
He  is  a  former  board  member  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  Research  and 
Program  Development  committee  and  in  1984 
served  on  Secretary  of  Education  Bennett's  State 
of  Learning  in  the  Humanites  board.

The  Western  Heritage  Center  was  recently  awarded  a  $325,000  grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  for  the  project  entitled  "Our  Place  in  the  West:  Places.  Pasts,  and 
Images  of  the  Yellowstone  Valley,  1880-1940."    The  grant  is  the  largest  N.E.H.  programming 
grant  ever  awarded  to  a  Montana  institution. 

"Our  Place  in  the  West"  will  tell  the  story  of  a  critical  period  in  the  historv'  of  the 
Yellowstone  Valley  communities  via  three  complementar>   components:  a  long-term  exhibit,  an 
anthology  of  original  essays,  and  a  series  of  informal  symposiums.    The  exhibit  will  include  a 
recreated  dude  ranch  lobby,  a  working  irrigation  headgate,  a  Mexican  colonia.  and  an  interactive 
computer  station.    The  anthology  will  explore  several  facets  of  the  region's  histor>  and  culture. 
A  series  of  nine  symposiums,  called  "gatherings,"  will  further  explore  exhibit  topics.    Gatherings 
will  take  place  in  Billings,  Livingston,  Crow  Agency,  and  Miles  City. 

The  exhibit  will  open  May  1,  1993,  with  a  formal  dedication  in  mid-June.
